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Beach is NOT closed 


DESPITE a statement 
to the contrary by Nat¬ 
ural England, Mon¬ 
mouth Beach in Lyme 
Regis has not been 
closed, according to 
the Mayor, Sally Hol¬ 
man. 

Natural England issued a 
statement yesterday (Tues¬ 
day) saying it had taken 
the “difficult decision” to 
close Monmouth Beach, to 
the west of the Cobb, for 
the high spring tides ex¬ 
pected later this week and 
over the coming weekend. 

The organisation said 
that, following extreme 
rainfall earlier in the sum¬ 
mer, concerns remain over 
the stability of some cliff 
sections at Monmouth 
Beach. Rock falls have 
continued over the past 
week and one unstable 
area in particular poses a 
“threat to public safety”. 

The beach closure was 
reported on the BBC re¬ 
gional news but Councillor 
Holman moved quickly to 
avoid more negative pub¬ 
licity for the town by

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stressing that the “Beach 
Closed” signs applied only 
to the far western end of 
the beach where there had 
been rock falls but did not 
affect the main pebble 
beach. 

She told the View from 
Lyme Regis: “There was a 
small additional fall yes¬ 
terday in the same spot as 
the previous. 

“Yes the tides will be 
higher, yes people are still 
going too close and ignor¬ 
ing signs, deliberate or ig¬ 
norance!” 

“But the pebble beach is 
open as are the car parks 
on Monmouth beach.” 

Warning signs had been 
placed along the beach but 
Natural England is worried 
that these will be washed 
away by the high tides and 
expected poor weather. 

The western end of the 
beach will be closed for 
just over a week before the 
situation is reviewed. Nat¬ 
ural England has asked the 


public to take notice of the 
warnings and stay away 
from the cliffs. 

Tom Sunderland, Natural 
England’s senior reserve 


manager at the site, said: 
“We have seen continued 
rock falls along Mon¬ 
mouth Beach over this last 
week and with high spring 
tides due we have made a 
decision to close the beach 
in the interests of public 
safety. This has been a dif¬ 
ficult decision and not one 


taken lightly by Natural 
England or the landown¬ 
ers. 

“The closure is in place 
because we cannot guaran¬ 
tee that the warning signs 
will stay in place with the 
high spring tides. We will 
review the situation after 
the spring tides and hope 


to be able to open the cliff 
section along Monmouth 
Beach as soon as possi¬ 
ble.” 

The cliffs have also been 
causing problems in Char- 
mouth, as five people nar¬ 
rowly escaped a landslide

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ROS Kayes is a prominent Bridport town and dis¬ 
trict councillor and member of many groups and 
organisations within the town. 

You will see her running around the town dur¬ 
ing the next 13 days as she oversees the inaugu¬ 
ral Spirit of Bridport Festival of Culture in her 
guise as the co-chairman of the group. 

Today she talks about why the festival is so im¬ 
portant for the town and what changes she 
would like to see happening in Bridport. 


■ HOW did you get involved in the Spirit of Bridport? 

We started the Spirit of Bridport in 2007 to take advan¬ 
tage of the opportunity to promote Bridport's tourist 
industry and brilliant arts, culture and local food to a 
wider audience. 

We do arts and culture so well in this town and as the 
eyes of the world are so acutely on Dorset, it seemed 
foolish not to benefit the local community with a fan¬ 
tastic celebration of Bridport life. Our town's economy 
is worth boosting! 

We started off as Bridport 2012, only to be told by 
LOCOG we couldn't use the date in our name. Choosing 
the most famous painting in the town, Fra Newberry's 
'Spirit of Bridport' represents all that's bold, feisty and 
original about the town. 

■ HOW will the festival of culture make a difference 
to the people living in the town? 

There are two main aims for the festival. First, the festi¬ 
val of culture was designed to help people celebrate all 
that's great about Bridport. There's such a strong com¬ 
munity spirit, people love living here, so why not have 
fun celebrating this. 

Secondly, we want to bring more people into town to 
benefit local businesses - this is why we set up the suc¬ 
cessful Spirit of Bridport business forum. One of my key 
aims for this festival is to boost income in the town and 
benefit the community. 

■ WHAT'S been the biggest challenge organising 
the festival? 

Where do I start! Getting funding; organising the logis¬ 
tics with the help of Andy Hutchinson a brilliant and in¬ 
dispensable volunteer; trying to accommodate the 
requirements of the myriad of organisations involved. 
Putting a huge programme together and dealing with 
the design side of things. Managing a huge team of vol¬ 
unteers and keeping them all actively involved.There's 
so much to do putting together a festival of this sort. 

Thanks to the dedicated support of local people, the 
Spirit committee and wider community, we have a bril¬ 
liant festival planned. 
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■ WHAT would you like to see changed in Bridport 
to make it a better place? 

Affordable housing. We’ve just started a Community 
Land Trust to try to find a way of doing this by ourselves 
in the community because it doesn't seem as if housing 
providers or councils care enough about meeting the 
need. So let's make it happen. 

I hate the high private rents as well. Improving the 
economy and opportunities for young people too, 
which we have been working on with skills training ini¬ 
tiatives over the last few years. These have been very 
successful, but more remains to be done. 

■ DO you have any other hobbies? 

Hobbies? I'm sure I used to have time for them, just 
things are always so very busy. I love walking in the 
countryside, travelling the globe (when there's time). 
Tibet and Cambodia have been incredible in the last 
few years. I also love song writing and performing, film, 
theatre and the arts. 

■ HAVE you enjoyed the Olympics? 

I love the Olympics. I've always been a bit of an obses¬ 
sive about them. So far I've been stunned by how well 
our women athletes have done and it was great to see 
women's football, which (don't laugh), I used to play in 
my youth, finally being taken seriously and drawing 
crowds when we beat Brazil. It's been a women's games 
for me - Jess Ennis, our women rowers - it's been fan¬ 
tastic. 

■ IF you could ask anyone from history for a dinner 
party who would they be? 

Machiavelli, George Eliot, Ian Hislop, Karl Marx. Can you 
tell, I like talking about politics and social reform! 

■ WHAT three things would you buy first if you won 
the lottery? 

If I won the lottery - a farm in the South of France or 
Northern Italy; I'd give members of my family enough 
to encourage and inspire them and ensure they'd never 
suffer poverty; I'd set up a charity or social enterprise 
to support young people and develop non-profit mak¬ 
ing housing. If I won the lottery I'd do the last one first. 

■ IF you were stuck on a desert island what three 
things would you want with you? 

A man! A guitar or piano and could I have my iPad? If 
not, pen and paper. I love to write.

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Council consider £650 mermaid logo 


A NEW logo for Lyme 
Regis, incorporating the 
“Pearl of Dorset” slogan, 
could cost £650 if town 
councillors are able to 
agree on a design. 

Following the council’s 
decision to keep the “Pearl 
of Dorset” as Lyme’s 
tourism slogan, the Lyme 
Regis Traders’ Organisa¬ 
tion was asked to find an 
official logo as part of sug¬ 
gestions to re-brand the 
town and tourism 
brochure. 

The logo would be used 
in the tourism brochure, on 
letterheads and would be 
encouraged to be used by 
local businesses on their 
websites and official liter¬ 
ature, rather than just the 
traditional town crest. 

Lyme Regis Traders’ Or¬ 
ganisation put out a brief to 
artists and returned to a re¬ 
cent Tourism and Eco¬ 
nomic Development 
Committee meeting to put 
forward their favourite de¬ 
sign. Town Mill Cheese¬ 
monger Justin Tunstall said 
the decision had been 
unanimous among the 
traders, describing the cho¬ 
sen design as “fun and 
quirky”. 

He showed councillors 
three variations on a logo 
of a mermaid holding a 
pearl with an ammonite for 
a tail, sat on the words 
“Lyme Regis Pearl of 
Dorset”. 

It was designed by Lyme 
Regis resident and newspa¬ 
per cartoonist Ian Dicks 
and would cost the council 
£650 for complete copy¬ 
right if they selected it. 

Mr Tunstall said the logo 
could be adapted to reflect 
events in Lyme’s calendar. 
For example, instead of the 
pearl the mermaid could 
hold a pint of beer for the 
beer festival, a saxophone 
for the jazz festival, or 
wear a sailors cap for 
Lifeboat Week. 

“It’s an idea the town

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could feel proud of the 
council for choosing,” he 
added. 

Councillor Rikey Austin 
said she liked the “versatil¬ 
ity and quirkiness” of the 
design. 

However, the Mayor, 
Councillor Sally Holman, 
said she didn’t think a mer¬ 
maid had much to do with 
Lyme Regis. She preferred 
the mermaids used in the 
two alternative designs 
rather than the main de¬ 
sign, which showed a “re¬ 
gency-style” mermaid. The 
mayor described it as 
“ugly” and looking like a 
“half finished classical 
sculpture”. 

Councillors agreed to 
using a mermaid in princi¬ 
pal but said some final 
changes would have to be 
made. It was decided they 
would recommend to full 
council that they ask Mr 
Dicks to produce the final 
logo, working on those 
presented at the meeting. 

However, at last week’s 
full council meeting more 
concern was raised over 
the use of a mermaid to 
represent Lyme Regis and 
the need for a brand. 

Councillor Michaela 
Ellis said: “We don’t need 
a brand. Lyme Regis is a 
brand, what’s wrong with 
that? I’m concerned about 
the cost of this in this eco¬ 
nomic climate. 

“What’s wrong with the 
town crest? Would I like to 
receive a letter from the 
town clerk with a half 
naked woman on it? No, I 
wouldn’t!” 

Councillor Rikey Austin 
argued: “I think you’re 
wrong. We don’t have a 
brand; we have a name. 
The town crest won’t draw 
the masses in. We have to 
be adventurous; we can’t 
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just wait for them to come 
here. 

“This is a little bit differ¬ 
ent and a little bit magi¬ 
cal.” 

Councillor Anita 

Williams said she liked the 
idea but would like to see 
“a little less flesh”. 


Councillor Barbara 
Austin agreed, adding: “I 
like the bold ‘Lyme Regis’ 
and I like that we are 
telling the world we are the 
Pearl of Dorset. The fossil 
is OK but the top of each 
one leaves a lot to be de¬ 
sired.” 

Councillor Daryl Turner 
said he didn’t like the de¬ 
sign “at all”. He suggested 
it should include reference 
to the World Heritage Site 


and the activities on offer 
in Lyme. 

“The majority have said 
they don’t like the mer¬ 
maid so councillors should 
listen to the majority,” he 
added. 

Speaking on behalf of the 
Traders’ Organisation, 
Tony Colston said if the 
council didn’t approve the 
mermaid logo he could 
come back with two other 
designs. 


“But I can tell you now 
that they will not give you 
as big an impact as this,” 
he added. 

“You will end up with an 
image very similar to 
every other seaside town.” 

Councillor Williams said 
she thought it was an issue 
of taste and that some peo¬ 
ple might find the mermaid 
difficult to accept. 

Mr Colston said it was 
bold, different, quirky and 


would create conversation. 

Councillor George 
Symonds added that Lyme 
was a “predominantly fam¬ 
ily resort” and he didn’t 
think the mermaid was ap¬ 
propriate. 

Councillor Mark Gage 
said he would be “frankly 
amazed” if anyone found a 
mermaid offensive. 

“This is a maritime town. 
It’s a classic image that’s 
been around for hundreds 


of years,” he added. 

“It’s not perhaps what I 
would choose but I’m not 
an expert.” 

Councillor Gage said he 
was happy for those with 
expertise in the area to take 
the design forward and re¬ 
turn with a final proposal. 

It was agreed to go for¬ 
ward and work with the 
designer but not specifi¬ 
cally on the mermaid logo.

Warnings over crumbling cliffs

near Golden Cap unhurt 
last Wednesday. 

The crew of a nearby 
boat watched the cliff fall 
and spotted people who 
had ignored safety warn¬ 
ings before raising the 
alarm with coastguards. 

The coastguards, lifeboat 
crew and Dorset Police 
reached the five who were 
led to safety unharmed. 

The incident came just 
weeks after 22-year-old 
holidaymaker, Charlotte 
Blackman, from Heanor, 
Derbyshire, died in a land¬ 
slip 10 miles away near 
Burton Bradstock. 

Warnings about the dan¬ 
ger of the crumbling cliffs 
following the extreme 
weather conditions were 
issued soon after and 
beaches between Lyme 
Regis and West Bexington 
were closed. 

However, many keen 
beach-goers have ignored 
the dangers. During last 
Wednesday’s incident a 
family of four refused re¬ 
quests by the coastguard to 
move away from the area. 
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Since the incident, 
Dorset County Council has 
issued the following new 
warning: “People are con¬ 
tinuing to be urged to take 
care around cliffs in Dorset 
after further landslips and 
rockfalls in recent days. 

“Recent exceptional 
rainfall combined with pe¬ 
riods of warm weather has 
left some of the cliffs in 
West Dorset in an unpre¬ 
dictable, and potentially 
unstable condition, with a 
heightened risk of addi¬ 
tional landslides, mud¬ 
slides and rock falls. 

“Currently, there are par¬ 
ticular concerns about the 
instability of the cliffs at 
Monmouth Beach in Lyme 
Regis. Many other cliffs in 
the area have the potential 
for occasional, but large 
landslides or rockfalls, as 


seen last night at Stonebar- 
row, near Charmouth, and 
recently at Seatown, 
Golden Cap and Hive 
Beach. 

“Dorset County Council 
has been working to pro¬ 
vide assistance to 
landowners by providing 
signs and people to give 
out advice to the public. 
New warning signs have 
been put up along the coast 
to add to public notices 
that have been prepared for 
tourist information centres 
and other strategic points. 

“The beach and South 
West Coast Path between 
Freshwater and Hive 
beaches remains closed 
following the landslip 
there in July. This will be 
reviewed when further 
safety assessments have 
been carried out.”

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The changing face of Lyme's high street

BROAD Street in Lyme 
Regis will be getting a 
new look over the coming 
months, with a number of 
shops opening, moving 
premises and a new de¬ 
velopment planned for 
the town centre. 

The past week has seen 
estate agents Fortnam, 
Smith & Banwell move 
from their offices at 48 
Broad Street a few doors 


down to number 53. The 
new offices have filled the 
former premises of Coun¬ 
try Stocks Tea Rooms, 
which has been left 
empty for about four 
years, and has a new-look 
shop front with more tra¬ 
ditional signage. 


The new office has also 
left space for Costa Coffee 
to move into number 48. 
The coffee franchise has 
been advertising for staff 
for its new Lyme Regis 
branch and has had a 
planning application to 
change the use of the 


building from offices into 
a cafe approved under the 
name of Jurassic Coast 
Coffee Ltd., which also op¬ 
erates branches in Sid- 
mouth and Honiton. 

Costa Coffee has not yet 
confirmed when it will be 
opening but work has 
started to refurbish the 
former estate agents. The 
planning application in¬ 
cluded seats for 63 cus¬ 
tomers inside and a 
further 40 seats outside in 
an area behind the build¬ 
ing. The town council rec¬ 
ommended refusal of the 
application on the 
grounds that this would 
be detrimental to the 
amenities of neighbour¬ 
ing properties. 

The coffee chain will ar¬ 
rive in Lyme just weeks 
after WH Smith opened in 
Broad Street, which still 
has planning applications 
under consideration for its 
signage, with many resi¬ 
dents expressing mixed 
feelings over the recent 
influx of chain stores in 
the town. 

South West clothing 
chain Seasalt has con¬ 
firmed it will be opening 
in town soon and is ru¬ 
moured to be filling the 
former premises of The 
Toby Jug. 

Franchise Roly's Fudge 
Pantry also opened on Fri¬ 
day (see right for launch 
day details) after just a few 
days shop fitting in the 


former premises of the 
Elephant's Earwax Candle 
Company. There are 13 
other UK Roly's stores, 
plus one in Ireland and 
one in the USA. 

But it's not just new 
shops that are coming to 
Broad Street. A planning 
application for the demo¬ 
lition of the former Holm- 
croft Residential Care 
Home, off Broad Street, 
and the construction of 10 
apartments in its place 
has also recently been ap¬ 
proved. 

Having previously 
gained approval for nine 
apartments in 2007, and 
then refused permission 
for 11 apartments and 
two annexe units in 2010, 
developers Grovewind 


Ltd. have now settled on 
10 "premium" apartments 
with 12 off-road parking 
spaces on the site of the 
former hotel and care 
home, next to HSBC. 

The four-story block will 
include one one-bedroom 
apartment, eight two- 
bedrooms and one three- 
bedroom apartment, 
available for rent or to 
buy, with a communal 
garden and private access 
to Langmoor Gardens. 

A meeting is also being 
held today (Wednesday) 
at the derelict Three Cups 
Hotel, where an update 
will be given on the site's 
redevelopment by owners 
Plamers Brewery (see next 
week's View From).

Following this I had the Hydradermie facial. This is a complete facial using galvanic and high 
frequency currents. It deep cleanses the skin, rehydrates, firms, tones and moisturises. 

The micro-dermabrasion is a very gentle treatment despite my perception it would be abrasive. It 
is slightly tingly but you can definitely feel it working.The Hydradermie facial was something I hadn't 
heard of, however it allows the products to be worked in to the skin better than by hand. 

After the treatments were done my skin felt plumped up and extremely soft. 

The treatments can be done separately or together as a deluxe package. The Beauty Room uses 
the Guinot range of products, which all smelt amazing!

Cycling on parade is'worst 
idea'yet of new councillors 


■ HAVE they started handing out LSD at the meetings 
of the town council? 

I only ask because I cannot imagine what else could 
persuade councillors that it is a good idea to give bicy¬ 
clists two lanes along the front - one established on the 
Cart Road and now another on Marine Parade, where 
they can knock down small children, pensioners and oth¬ 
ers not nimble enough to get out of the way.

Car parking loss at Woodmead will affect 
Coombe Street and Town Mill businesses 


■ I WAS pleased to read in last week’s View From Lyme 
Regis (August 8th) that Woodmead Halls is busy with 
community activities and, from the AGM report, is in a 
satisfactory financial position. 

I am concerned that the proposed expansion could lose 
eight car parking spaces. I have previously written about 
how important this car park is to the success of more than 
20 businesses in the Coombe Street/Town Mill area, and 
residents and workers who compete with visitors for 
parking in busy times. To lose eight spaces needs very 
clear evidence of need to justify this. 

There are many community organisations in the town, 
as shown by the fantastic turnout for the jubilee parade. 
There are also many public/private halls and rooms that 
can be hired by organisations and individuals. 

In addition to Woodmead Halls I can think of the Bap¬ 
tist Church Hall, St Michael’s Church Hall, the Masonic 
Hall, the Malthouse, the Marine Theatre, The Hub, the 
Guildhall, the community meeting room in St Michael’s 
Business Centre, the Town Mill meeting room, the power 
boat club, the football club, the old sailing club on the 
Cobb, the two new rooms above the jubilee shelters, 
function rooms in hotels and pubs, e.g. the Pilot Boat Inn, 
and just up the road Uplyme Village Hall (in reality Up- 
lyme and Lyme is one community sharing facilities). 

Woodmead Halls is admirably run by the community 
for the community. However, I am not convinced that the 
community suffers because the collective facilities in 
Lyme are at capacity. There is generally somewhere to go 
for whatever the occasion or activity. 

Woodmead Halls may sometimes have to turn away 
bookings but I would be surprised if an alternative 
venue/date wasn’t found. In the last year we have extra 
capacity with the new jubilee shelters and The Hub. 
There were even recent letters in the View complaining 
about the under use of The Hub. 

I don’t speak for The Hub, as I only helped with its 


fundraising and have no other role. However, I’m sure 
any organisations that can’t be accommodated at Wood¬ 
mead Halls could find hospitality at The Hub when young 
people are not using it. Why not enquire? Instead of com¬ 
peting, community venues should have a co-operative 
and strategic alliance that takes into account their impact 
and value to the whole community. 

It is important to gather evidence of need, not just be¬ 
cause the town council will lose parking income and busi¬ 
nesses may be negatively affected, but also to convince 
potential funders the value of the scheme. 

Evidence should include: 

• The frequency bookings are turned away at Woodmead 
Halls 

• The frequency something has had to be cancelled due 
to lack of space in the town (not easy information to ob¬ 
tain since only organisers know their idea didn’t happen 
- a log should start recording this data) 

• A cost benefit analysis showing any increased revenue 
generated by the expansion set against increased over¬ 
heads such as heating, insurance etc and the costs of a 
forward maintenance programme for repairs and upkeep 

• What organisations/activities would generate increased 
revenue and how often would all spaces in Woodmead be 
used 

• What difference it would make to the halls’ sustain¬ 
ability, bearing in mind the current base level of finance 
is satisfactory 

• The number of days per year the car park is at capacity, 
which equates to the number of days the viability of local 
businesses in Coombe Street/Town Mill are undermined 
by a smaller feeder car park 

In the meantime, congratulations to the management 
team for such success at Woodmead Halls.

• WHAT is the story of your involvement in the arts? 

I started drawing from a young age and my father 
thought my work was rather good and showed it off very 
proudly. He painted a bit himself, but he was colour blind 
and struggled with greens and reds. Anyway, it was his 
idea that I should go to art college and so I attended Sat¬ 
urday morning sessions run by the junior department of 
Hull Regional College of Art whilst continuing at main¬ 
stream school. 

I was not that thrilled at first because all my friends 
spent Saturday mornings at the cinema! Once I'd com¬ 
pleted my GCEs I went on to do a degree in fine art and 
printing. I thought the printing might come in useful ca¬ 
reer-wise but then I did a year's teacher training in Leeds 
and entered that profession. 

I thought, as so many do, that a teacher's hours and hol¬ 
idays would mean plenty of time for my own work. I soon 
found out how wrong that idea was! I went back to Hull 
and taught in local schools and then applied for a post 
teaching ceramics in Bermuda. Unfortunately, it was only

when I was on the plane 
out that I learnt there had 
been some Black Power-in- 
spired trouble the term be¬ 
fore, which created some 
tension but I settled in and 
stayed two years. 

It was the time of raging 
inflation back home and 
savings were just being 
eaten up so I decided to go 
back and taught in a large 
senior high before becom¬ 
ing director of art at Mer¬ 
chant Taylors' School in 
London. There I taught just 
about every aspect of vi¬ 
sual art from screen and 
lino printing to photogra¬ 
phy and computer-based 
work. 

I still wasn't producing much work myself, though I did 
manage to show my pupils that I could draw and paint 
when on school trips to St Ives. I enjoyed photography 
and spent hours in the darkroom. 

When I retired, we stayed on near Beaconsfield for a 
couple of years and I started to paint regularly. Then we 
moved to Uplyme in 2004 and I obtained a working 
space, until recently, in Studio 19 on Broad Street. I sold 
work through the Pierrepoint, Pelly and Tulip Galleries 
and "On the Wall" in Cirencester. I am now on the lookout 
for a new working area. 

• WHAT are your sources of inspiration? 

When I walk down to Lyme Regis I love seeing sunlight 
sparkling on the sea. When I was a student I used to go 
upon the Wolds and look down at the glint of light on the 
River Humber, like a silver ribbon. Light on water has al¬ 
ways inspired me. 

I am an admirer of Kurt Jackson's mixed media work and 
of John Hammond, who shows at the Marine Gallery in 
Beer. I love the confident way he handles paint. 


• WHICH is your favourite gallery? 

Tate Britain and the Bond Street Galleries. I am a bit of a 
traditionalist. I have an interest in railways and would like 
a Terence Cuneo or a David Shepherd. I'd also be pleased 
to own one of John Hammond's pictures. 


• WHAT are you looking forward to at this year's Arts¬ 
Fest? 

I enjoyed print-making so I'm intrigued by Ronnie 
Creswell's "Monoprints from Plastic Bags" workshop on 
September 12th. But, for me, the best thing about Arts¬ 
Fest is seeing everyone else's work.

It's Carnival Time again! 


B RIDPORT is all set to fizz with 
fun and colour as the 41st 
carnival comes to life this 
weekend. 

Thousands of people are ex¬ 
pected to turn out to cheer on the 
floats, marching bands, whacky 
performances and - of course - 
the Carnival Princess as they pa¬ 


rade through the town centre. 

The dazzling event raises thou¬ 
sands of pounds for local charities 
each year as collection pots and 
cash-catching trailers ring to the 
sound of coins. 

Past carnivals have seen Trans¬ 
formers, pirates, Elvis's and Smurfs 
bring gasps and laughter from the 



crowds and this year looks set to 
be just as fabulous. 

Majorettes, steel bands and 
sound systems promise to keep 
the party atmosphere pumping 
and the onlookers bouncing on 
their toes. 

Volunteers spend most of the 
year organising the event to 
keep it spectacular, sensational 
and safe, with a dedicated com¬ 
mittee working tirelessly to en¬ 
sure that police, marshals, bars, 
carnival participants and the 
public all combine to make the 
day a success. 

The carnival kicks off at 
7.30pm on Saturday August 
18th, with parade participants 
expected to be at St Swithun's 
Road by 6pm. 

The procession sets off from St 


Swithun's Road, travels along 
West Street before turning 
down South Street. These roads 
will be closed to traffic for much 
of the evening. 

On Sunday, thousands more 
are expected to take part in 
Bridport's famous torchlight 
procession in which torchbear- 
ers form a river of flames as they 
head from the town centre to 
the coast. 

Torches go on sale in the 
square from 6pm, with the pro¬ 
cession starting to snake to¬ 
wards West Bay at 9pm. 

Weather permitting the pro¬ 
cession culminates in a spectac¬ 
ular fireworks display. 

A shuttle bus service will be on 
hand to ferry people back to the 
town centre.

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'Story weir'at 


FROM now until September 9th visitors to 
Hive Beach will encounter the 'Storyweir' 
created by artists Proboscis. You can dis¬ 
cover artworks on the beach, in the Hive 
Beach Cafe and in the National Trust infor¬ 
mation hut near the car park. 

ExLab (Exploratory Laboratory) is a 
ground-breaking arts programme along 
the Jurassic Coast, where earth scientists 
and artists have collaborated to reveal hid¬ 
den landscapes through the lenses of art, 
geology and technology. Artists Simon 
Callery, Mat Chivers, Zachary Eastwood- 
Bloom, Simon Ryder and creative studio 
Proboscis, were selected from over 200 
submissions to work with scientists to re¬ 
veal new narratives about the places, the 
people and the landscape. 

Each artist has worked in a designated 
geographic area and responded to the 
unique geological characteristics found 
there. Burton Bradstock is host to some 
very special works created by the Pro¬ 
boscis team, which comprises Alice Angus, 
Giles Lane, Gary Stewart and Stefan Kuep- 
pers. 

Since November last year, Proboscis have 
been beach-combing - not for objects, but 
for stories. They have harvested tales and 
recorded conversations during a series of 
events and interventions at the beach and 
in the town. Stories collected from geolo¬ 


gists, fossil hunters, sea swimmers, dog 
walkers and local residents, as well as visi¬ 
tors to the beach. The resulting events, 
structures, objects and audio-visual works 
echo the impact of the geology on the 
human experience of the place. 

'Storyweir'is being delivered in partner¬ 
ship with the National Trust, whose fantas¬ 
tic staff and volunteers have not only 
supported the research but also con¬ 
tributed to the content. In the National 
Trust Hut you can find visual mapping of 
stories together with a sound work of 
many of the tales told to Proboscis by ge¬ 
ologists, other scientists and local people 

Similarly, the Hive Beach Cafe is hosting 
some of the artworks by Proboscis - look 
out for the hanging sails whose designs 
reflect on human time, and on some of the 
ways we seek to understand and live with 
the ancient geology of Hive Beach. 

On Fisherman's Green next to the beach 
is the Storyweir itself - a kind of sundial for 
telling stories with shadows and views. It 
incorporates silhouettes of things remem¬ 
bered, stories told and things imagined 
that are, or might one day become, the 
folklore that explains the ancient history 
of the place.

MATT Condliffe has a reputation

IT was with great sadness I read about the death of local 
sportsman Andy Nicholson last week, aged 65 writes Stuart 
Broom. 

A fierce and combative wing-half for Netherbury and left- 
arm fast bowler for Beaminster he was well respected. 

I played football against Andy in the 60s and 70s when I 
played for Lyme Regis, and despite being physically big, I 
never remembered him ever getting nasty on the field of 
play. I also played with him for West Dorset school teams 
in the early 60s. 

What I remember most was his tackling. Andy and I had 
the reputation of being two of the fiercest tacklers in local 
football, and I know of spectators that used to cringe when 
we engaged in full-blooded, crunching tackles, expecting 
one of us to get up holding a leg in the air. 

However, never did we seriously hurt each other because 
we knew how to tackle fairly and properly, and we got up 
and dusted ourselves down and ran on. 

I often recall those moments; modern football does not 
allow you to hardly touch a player these days, and those 
you do often fall over feigning injury. 

Those were the days Andy, when men were men!
